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New X-ray Unit In Operation 
At Didsbury Municipal Hospital 


Upon approval by the federal 
government, the Department of 
Public Health has installed a new 
200 MA X-ray unit in the Dids- 
bury Municipal hospital, to replace 
the 100 MA machine in use since 
1945. The new unit is valued at 
$13,500 and incorporates a number 
of advanced features, including a 
motorized table, a free-running 
tube stand, and a polyfilmer device 
for fluoroscopy work. 

A number of changes were made 
nccessary by the new installation, 
and the required construction of a 
leaded isolation booth for the tech- 
nician, and additional lead sheath- 
ing %© block scatter radiation were 
completed last month. 

The new X-ray went into opera- 
tion on March 7th, and other nec- 
essary renovations will be completed 
in the very near future.

The Master Farm Family pro- 
gram will be carried on this year 
as jt has previously. The objective 
is to honor farm families who have 
achieved notable success as farm 
ing citizens of the province. It is 
also designed to draw attention to 
these farmers and thusly demon- 
strate the successful livelihood 
farm families can achieve. In do- 
ing this, the program with these 
awards helps to set high ideals in 
agriculture and rural citizenship, 
which the rising generation may 
set their sights on. 

A farm family may be nominated 
0 this program by three farmers 
who know this family. The nomi- 
nee then must consent to this nom- 
ination. The nomination must be 
in the hands of the local district 
agriculturist by June 1st of the year 
in which the family is nominated. 
To be eligible the family must be 
Canadian citizens and have farmed 
for 20 consecutive years. 

In the selection of judges of 
these awards, a regular pattern is 
followed. The province is divided 
into a number of districts. Within 
“ach dstrict there are a number of 
units, these units are the district 
agriculturist’s territory. The dis- 
trict agriculturist and district home 
economst, a resident farmer and 
resident farm woman visit and ev- 
aluate the farm families concerned. 
From this evaluation they decide 
on the top from their unit and en- 
ter this top farm family in the re- 
sional division. These are later 
judged by provincial committees, 

In scoring of a Master Farm 
Family, as the name implies, the 
family life and adtivities at home 
and their contributions to com- 
munity affairs are considered and 
scored along with the farming pro- 
gram, livestock, buildings, crop- 
ping, enterprises. 

As is indicated, this program is 
in award for the family living on 
‘the farm and the award gives rec- 
yeznition to the family which won 
‘ and to the disiiict in which they 
sive, 

Anyone Who is further interested 
can obtain nomination forms and 
idditional information from your 
district agriculturist.

WEED SEEDS: This is the time 
of year when many farmers are 
getting their seed ready for the new 
crop year. Several things are im- 
portant in this connection. Choose 
s.ed of suitable variety to your 
particular need and district. Be 
sure that the seed has a high ger- 
mination. 

Having chosen seed of go00a qual- 
ity and germination, make very 
sure that the seed is thoroughly 
cleaned and weed secds removed. | 
Did you know that one pound of 


Wild oats contains about 25,000 
seeds; wild mustard, 20,000; pig 
weed, 150,000: Canada Thistle, 


Sow Thistle, 350,000. These figures 
sound fantastic and there is never 
100 per cent germination of them. 
however, no one would argue in 
favor of deliberately planting more | 
weed seeds. | 

Usually this is done without in- ! 


tending to do so, but the conse- | 
quences are the very same as} 
though they were planted on pur- | 


pose. Extra care 


and attention | 
in preparing the seed and making 
sure that all weed seeds are re- 
moved before planting the grain is 


one good method of crop insurance. 
Carelessness at this stage simply 
means that you will have to take 
steps later in the season to control 
the growing weeds. These steps are 
expensive and time consuming. 
rowing weeds are robbers and 
every farmer who engages in this 
expensive hobby is foolish when he 
can avoid it to a large degree by 
taking a close look at his seed to 
make sure that it is really clean.
